REPORT  OF  WEATHER  AND  CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  MONTANA 

Week  Ending  Tuesday,  June  4,  1935. 


Issued  jointly  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Weather  Bureau.

Precipitation  throughout  the  State  during  the  week  ending  Tuesday,  June  4th,  was  mostly 
in  the  form  of  scattered  showers  occurring  around  the  middle  of  the  period,  and  ranging  from  very- 
light  and  inadequate  amounts  in  some  western  districts  to  excessive  and  highly  beneficial  amounts 
in  many  eastern  districts.  Heavy  rains  flooded  creeks  in  some  parts  of  Carbon  County  and  under¬ 
mined  some  bridges.  Heavier  movement  of  snow  water  from  the  mountain  districts  tilled  reservoirs 
and  irrigation  ditches  and  kept  mountain  streams  generally  at  high  levels.  The  first  part  of  the  week 
was  warm;  the  latter  part  was  rather  windy  and  somewhat  cooler,  and  not  so  good  for  best  crop 
development.  Sunshine  was  fairly7  adequate,  although  there  was  a  marked  tendency  for  skies  becom¬ 
ing  overcast  during  afternoons.  Hail  accompanied  showers  in  a  few7  instances,  but  damage  reported 
so  far  has  been  negligible. 

Weather  and  soil  conditions  were  favorable  for  the  progress  of  field  work  and  a  good  growth 
of  most  crops.  Seeding  has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  some  corn,  beans,  flax,  millet  and 
other  forage  crops.  Rain  is  needed  in  some  southwestern  and  northeastern  districts,  v'here  there  are 
spots  that  have  not  fared  v7ell  in  the  occurrence  of  recent  showers.  With  these  few  exceptions  sur¬ 
face  soils  over  the  State  still  have  a  fair  to  good  moisture  content,  although  inadequate  because  of 
subsoil  drought  to  continue  good  crop  progress  for  very7  long  during  real  hot  weather  unless  replen¬ 
ished  by  normal  or  better  June  rainfall  at  proper  intervals.  Weather  conditions  were  favorable  for 
pollination  and  a  good  set  on  fruit  trees  as  these  reached  or  passed  their  full  bloom  stage  during  the 
week.  Conditions  were  also  favorable  for  spraying.  Summer-fallowing  made  rapid  advancement; 
some  farmers  have  just  begun,  wdrile  a  few7  have  found  it  too  dry  to  plow 

Generally  winter  and  early  sown  spring  grain  crops  appear  in  a  very  thrifty  condition.  Cool 
weather  has  caused  additional  stooling,  which  in  a  few  winter  wheat  fields  where  weeds  have  also 
made  thick  growth  will  require  much  moisture  during  the  remainder  of  the  growing  season  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  normal  grain  yield.  Late  sowrn  grain  crops,  row7  crops,  and  gardens  are  coming  up  nicely. 
Rains  during  the  past  week  wrere  especially  beneficial  in  germinating  newly7  seeded  fields;  some  fields 
in  the  west,  however,  required  irrigation  for  this  purpose.  In  the  southeast  the  general  crop  situation 
is  reported  the  best  in  years,  with  grass  making  a  remarkable  recovery  from  drought  effects.  Rye  has 
headed  in  places,  and  winter  wheat  has  reached  the  boot  stage  in  the  later  growing  areas.  In  Judith 
Basin  winter-killing,  rot, .  and  other  unfavorable  conditions,  have  left  the  winter  wheat  with  only 
fair  prospects.  Beets  have  made  rapid  progress  in  spite  of  the  cool  w7eather .  Thinning,  blocking,  and 
cultivation  continues  in  most  fields,  although  in  some  of  the  late  areas  seeding  has  only  been  finished. 

Some  damage  to  crops  continued  in  Big  Horn  County  from  Mormon  crickets  and  was  reported 
for  the  first  time  from  Sweetgrass  and  Glacier  Counties.  Grasshoppers  are  reported  hatching  out  in 
all  parts  of  the  State,  although  not  in  sufficient  numbers  as  .yet  to  cause  any  concern.  Poison  is  avail¬ 
able  for  use  against  both  crickets  and  grasshoppers. 

Ranges,  pastures,  and  hay  lands  continued  to  improve  under  the  stimulus  of  fairly  adequate 
sunshine  and  beneficial  show7ers.  The  weather  has  been  too  cool  all  spring  for  much  growth  of  grass 
in  some  areas,  but  it  has  started  w7ell  and  while  short  at  present  will  likely  make  excellent  growth 
later  when  warm  weather  comes.  Alfalfa  has  progressed  steadily ;  thin  growths  in  the  east  have  become 
rather  weedy.  Improvement  in  livestock  in  the  eastern  districts  has  kept  pace  w7ith  the  development 
of  grazing.  In  the  west  most  livestock  are  already  in  good  to  excellent  condition.  Weather  conditions 
have  been  mostly  favorable  for  shearing;  most  shearing,  however,  remains  to  be  done.

The  following  County  Summaries  of  Crop  Conditions  for  Week  Ending  June  I,  1935, 

ARE  FURNISHED  THROUGH  THE  COURTESY  OF  DIRECTOR  J.  C.  TaYLOR,  MONTANA  STATE 
Extens I  ON  SERV  ICE. 

BEAVERHEAD:  Few  local  showers;  rain  Thursday  night  and  Friday  general  all  over 
county;  growing  conditions  good.  Still  some  seeding  to  be  done. 

Fair  lamb  crop.  Grass  good. 

BIG  HORN:  -  Heavy  rain  over  eastern  half  of  county  during  the  past  week  and  plenty 
of  moisture  over  entire  county.  Crops  are  making  good  progress. 

The  range  is  the  best  in  years.  Alfalfa  somewhat  slow  and  first  cutting  will  be 
weedy.  Beets  making  rapid  growth  in  spite  of  cool  weather.  Blocking  and  thinning 
well  under  way.  Stand  above  the  average.  Livestock  gaining  daily.  Sheep  in  good 
shape;  shearing  will  begin  about  June  5  providing  weather  warms  up.  Crickets  menac¬ 
ing,  AND  A  FEW  OUT-CROPS  OF  GRASSHOPPERS  REPORTED. 

BLAINE:  -  No  precipitation  during  the  past  week.  Sunshiny  days,  with  cool  nights. 

Growing  conditions  fair;  howlver,  somewhat  delayed  due  to  cool  weather. 

All  seeding  is  completed  with  the  exception  of  late  feed  crops.  Crops  look  excep¬ 
tionally  good,  although  somewhat  late.  Thinning  of  sugar  beets  started  this  week. 
Livestock  show  considerable  improvement  due  to  the  improvement  of  range  conditions 
in  general. 

CARBON:  -  Most  seeding  complete  and  majority  of  crops  up  enough  to  completely 

shade  ground.  Precipitation  .20  inch  for  the  v/eek.  Orchards  in  full

Prospects  are  that  the  hay  crops  will  be  up  to  normal.  Practically  all  wool  has  been 
shorn  .  All  livestock  are  in  good  condition.  Crickets  and  grasshoppers  have  hatched 
out.  Both  types  of  insects  will  cover  a  considerable  area,  but  it  is  nc  t  expected 
that  they  will  be  real  serious  since  it  lies  in  cur  hands  to  control  them.

REPORT  OF  WEATHER  AND  CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  MONTANA 

Week  Ending  Tuesday,  June  II,  1935. 


Issued  jointly  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Weather  Bureau. 

Offices:  Fourth  Floor,  Federal  Office  Building,  Helena,  Montana. 

Cool  nights  early  in  the  week  led  to  the  occurrence  of  light  to  heavy  frosts  locally  in  the  west¬ 
ern  and  northern  sections  of  the  State  on  the  5tli  and  6th.  Temperatures  raised  appreciably  begin¬ 
ning  on  the  7th  and  continued  warm  the  remainder  of  the  week.  The  first  maximum  reading  ex¬ 
ceeding  90°  for  this  season  to  date  occurred  at  Billings  on  the  8th.  Temperatures  averaged  about 
normal  in  the  north,  slightly  below  in  the  southeast,  and  w  41  above  normal  in  the  southwest.  Thei’e 
was  very  little  precipitation  over  most  of  the  State,  and  what  occurred  fell  as  light,  scattered  showers, 
the  best  amounts  being  reported  from  the  southeast.  Winds  drew  heavily  on  soil  moisture  on  a  few  days. 
May  average  precipitation  was  1.66  inches,  which  is  0  54  of  an  inch  below  normal. 

Warm,  sunny  weather,  and  soil  moisture  mostly  sufficient  for  present  needs  stimulated  crop 
growth  generally.  Surface  soils  west  of  the  Divide  and  in  some  spots  to  the  eastward  have  been  get¬ 
ting  dry  however,  and  now  need  good  rains  for  grass  and  spring  sown  crops.  A  little  damage  to 
garden  stuff,  potatoes,  and  alfalfa  resulted  from  frost.  Warm,  dry  weather  required  heavy  irrigation. 
Water  has  been  generally  ample  this  season  for  all  irrigation,  and  except  for  being  late,  irrigated 
ci’ops  are  consequently  reported  in  generally  good  condition.  Small  streams  receded  somewhat;  larg¬ 
er  streams  remained  about  the  same  Summer-fallowing  progressed  satisfactorily.  Range  shearing 
got  underway  with  ideal  weather. 

The  condition  of  grain  and  other  crops,  pastures,  and  ranges,  has  been  improved  by  the 
warmer  weather,  and  for  the  most  partis  reported  good.  In  eastern  sections,  conditions  are  largely 
considered  the  best  in  years.  Progress  of  grains  and  grasses,  however,  continues  much  later  than 
normal.  Rye  has  headed  out,  and  where  grass  is  short  and  dry  west  of  the  Divide  is  being  cut  for 
hay.  Winter  wheat  is  heavily  stooled  and  is  heading  out  in  the  more  advanced  area*.  Pan  weed  and 
mustard  have  been  troublesome  in  places.  The  wheat  is  standing  the  dry  weather  in  good  shape, 
although  a  few  fields  have  fired  a  little  in  Chouteau  County.  Early  spring  wheat  has  also  stooled  well, 
and  is  generally  in  good  shape,  although  resort  to  irrigation  was  necessary  with  some  to  bring  it  up. 
Oats  and  barley  are  coming  along  line.  Flax  is  coming  up.  There  is  still  a  little  seeding  of  corn, 
flax,  and  feed  crops  being  done.  It  has  been  much  too  cool  for  corn,  and  much  has  shown  up  with 
poor  color,  which  shows  a  tendency  for  improvement  with  the  warmer  weather.  A  little  loss  result¬ 
ed  from  seed  worms  and  failure  to  germinate.  Beans  and  gardens  have  been  slow'  but  are  doing  bet¬ 
ter  with  warm,  sunny  w'eather.  Fruit  crops  are  reported  growing  well  west  of  the  Divide.  Potato 
planting  has  been  finished;  early  planted  fields  are  up  in  good  shape.  Peas  show  good  stands  and 
condition.  Beets  continue  excellent  east,  and  are  about  normal  stand  and  condition  west  of  the 
Divide.  Thinning  and  blocking  continued.  Alfalfa  made  good  grow’th,  and  first  cutting  is  about  to 
start.  Old  fields  in  the  east  wffiere  apparently  badly  hurt  by  last  year’s  drought  and  slow  to  start 
this  spring  have  begun  to  come  back  in  a  highly  pleasing  way  in  some  areas. 

The  insect  situation  remained  about  the  same,  except  for  rapidly  increasing  numbers  of  grass¬ 
hoppers.  Hatching  increased  with  w'arm  w'eather.  Dusting  is  holding  Mormon  crickets  in  check  in 
Glacier  County. 

Ranges  and  livestock  for  the  most  part  continued  to  improve  over  last  week.  Much  of  the 
range  is  now  in  splendid  shape.  Grass  is  high  enough  in  some  southeastern  areas  to  cut  for  hay; 
much  has  headed  out  and  seeded  locally.  Late  varieties  of  grass  have  grown  rapidly  of  late.  Hay  is 
backward  generally,  and  below  normal  stand  in  several  western  districts.  Livestock  have  filled  out 
more  noticeably  in  the  case  of  horses  and  cattle  than  sheep,  although  the  latter  are  mostly  in  good 
condition  at  present.  Recent  rains  in  many  eastern  sections  were  sufficiently  heavy'  to  till  waterholes 
and  reservoirs.  Lambs  and  calves  are  in  a  thriving  condition.

JUNE  1  CROP  REPORT  -  MONTANA. 

With  the  continued  benefits  of  frequent  rains  over  the  greater  part  of  the 
state,  particularly  in  the  eastern  districts  where  they  were  most  needed,  the  out¬ 
look  in  Montana  for  most  grain  crops,  hcjr  and  pastures  is  better  than  it  has  been 
at  this  date  during  the  past  several  years.  Notwiths  tan  ding  the  cola  backward 
weather  conditions  in  May  which  retarded  plant  growth  to  some  extent,  Montana  farm¬ 
ers  are  feeling  more  optimistic  over  current  crop  prospects  than  they  have  for 
several  seasons  past.  Although  the  eastern  one-third  of  the  state  has  experienced 
a  rather  marked  deficiency  in  sub-soil  moisture  for  sore  time,  recent  precipit atiai 
in  this  area  has  greatly  improved  the  crop  prospects.  Localities  west  of  the 
Divide  and  a  few  in  the  central  part  of  the  state  immediately  east  of  the  Divide 
have  probably  suffered  more  from  a  lack  of  surface  moisture  recently  than  have  any 
other  areas  in  the  state. 

WINTER  DIE  AT:  Winter  wheat  prospects  in  Montana  have  improved  noticeably  since 

May  1.  The  indicated  production  of  12,320,000  bushels  as  of  June  1 
compares  favorably  with  the  7,205,000  bushels  production  which  was  indicated  on 
June  1,  1934  for  last  year’s  crop.  Cool  weather  has  caused  additional  stooling 
and  the  development  of  a  good  strong  root  system.  The  acreage  now  ramining  for 
harvest  has  a  good  color  and  is  in  shape  to  make  rapid  growth  with  more  .favo r able 
temperature  and  moisture  conditions. 

SPRING  WHEAT :  Spring  wheat  on  June  1  was  rated  at  89  per  cent  of  normal,  with 

prospects  more  favorable  than  at  any  time  since  1932  i  The  recent 
rains  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the-  state  have  been  particularly  beneficial  to  tho 
crop. 

RYE  C\j  FEjiD  GRAINY »  Du.^  to  benof lcial  ra itls  in.  L*iio  important  eastern  districts,  the 

condition  of  rye  improved  during  May  from  a  May  1  condition  of 
78  per  cent  of  normal,  with  an  indicated  production  of  576,000  bushels,  to  a  June  1 
condition  of  85  per  cent  of  normal,  with  an  indicated  production  of  704,000  bushels. 
Oats,  with  a  June  1  condition  of  90  per  cent  and  barley,  with  a  June  1  condition 
of  91  per  cent,  have  a  better  than  average  prospect,  due  to  favorable  and  timely 
May  rains.  With  favorable  June  and  July  weather  conditions,  tho  prospects  of  a 
good  crop  are  excellent . 

IL4Y  AND  PASTURE  CONDITION :  The  condition  of  tame  and  wild  hays  has  shown  a  steady 

improvement  during  the  past  month  under  tho  stimulus 
of  favorable  atmospheric  conditions.  Alfalfa  hay  has  suffered  some  slight  frost 
damage  in  some  sections,  but  with  improved  moisture  conditions  for  both  the  irriga¬ 
ted  and  non-irrigated  alfalfa,  the  frost  damage  will  bo  largely  offset.  There 
is  at  present  sufficient  moisture  to  promote  a  rather  ample  growth  of  grass,  given 
seasonable  temperatures  and  favorable  moisture  conditions  throughout  the  next  six 
weeks . 

Pasture  conditions  in  the  western  two-thirds  of  the  state  are  about 
normal  for  tins  season,  but  the  eastern  one-third  of  the  state  is  still  handicapped 
by  the  effects  of  the  prolonged  drouth  and  over-grazing.  In  some  localities  in 
eastern  Montana,  the  grass  stands  have  made  but  little  progress  even  after  favorable 
rains  . 


FRUIT :  -  -  Despite  the  cold  weather  of  early  May  and  subsequent  night  frosts, 

damage  to  fruit  in  Montana  has  been  slight,  and  indications  now 
point  to  at  least  an  average  crop.  Montana’s  apple  crop  on  June  1  was  rated  at 
89  per  cent  of  normal,  cherries  at  92  per  cent  of  normal,  as  compared  with  85  per 
cent  on  May  1,  and  pears  at  82  per  cent.  A  condition  of  92  per  cent  of  normal 
on  June  1  for  cherries  would  indicate  a  1935  cherry  crop  of  about  836  tons  compared 
with  750  tons  in  1934  and  a  five-year  average  production  of  556  tons.

In  the  Pacific 
Norths  art ,  prospects  were  lowered  by  extreme .ly  dry  weather  during  May. 

SIP:  INC-  TREAT:  Spring  7/heat  condition  as  of  June  1,  1935  was  reported  at  85.2  per 
cent  cf  normal,  compared  with  41.5  per  cent  on  June  1,  1954  and  the 
10-year  (1923-1952)  average  June  1  condition  of  82.7  per  cent. 

In  contrast  to  early  season  conditions  last  year,  the  spring  wheat 
belt  has  experienced  above  •  nounal  precipitation  and  bol07;  normal  temperatures  so 
far  this  'spring.  -Weather  conditions  caused  seeding,  to  be  somewhat  later  than  usual. 
Development  of  the  crop  has  not  been. rapid,  but  lias  boon  such  as  to  produce  a  good 
root  system  and  promote  s tooling-.  Aside  from  the  lateness  of  the  crop,  the  only 
unfavorable'  factor -in  the  present-  situation  is  the  deficiency  of  subsoil  moisture. 

Since  conditions  during  the  remainder  of  the  season  play  such  an  im¬ 
portant  part  in  determining  the  final  outturn  of  the  crop,  about  all  that  can  ho 
said  at  this  time'  is  that,  with  average  effects  of  weather  conditions  from  now  on, 
yields  may  be- exp  acted  to  approximate '  the  10 -year  average.  On  the  acreage  indicated 
for  harvest  by  intentions  to  plant  report,  this  wai Id  mean  a  production  of  about 
230,000,000  bushels  of  all  spring  wheat. 

With  7/  inter  wheat  .product!  on  forecast  at  441,494,000  bushels,  a  total 
wheat  crop  of  about  670,000,000.  would  be  indicated.  The  total  wheat  crop  last  year 
was  496,469,000  bushels,  and  the  5-yoar  (1928-1932)  average  was  860,570,000  bushels. 

FOREIGN  WHEAT  CROP  PROSPECTS. 

Present  conditions  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  indicate  an  increase 
in  the  wheat  production  in  North  America  tut  little  change  in  the  Euroopean  crop, 
exclusive  of  Russia,  and  a  decrease  in  the  North  African 'crop.  Crop  conditions  in 
Russia  -arc  roper  ted  to  be  better  than  last  year,  but  a  reduction  of  about  15  per 
coat  is  expected  in  the  production,  in  China.  . 

The  official  estimate  c-f  the  spring  wheat  acreage  in  Canada  is  not 
yet  'available,  but  a  preliminary  report  on  farmers’  intentions  to  plant  had  indica¬ 
ted  a  decrease  of  about  3  per  cent  compared,  with  last  year.  Recent  private  reports, 
however,  indicate  that  sowings  7/ill  be  from  5  to  10  per  cent,  below  last  year  because 
of  the  delay  occasioned  by  weather  conditions.  Cool,  rainy  -weather  delayed  seeding 
but  77 as  of  general  benefit  in  promoting  a  strong  growth  and  in  postponing  the  hatch¬ 
ing  of  grasshopper  eggs.  ■  Crop  prospects  are  more  favorable  and  much  more  uniform 
than  they  were  a  year  ago.  The  official  (condition  of  all  wheat  as  of  May  31  was  97 
per  cent  of  average,  compared  . it h  only  78  per  cent  a  year  ago. 

The  crop  situation  in  Europe  was  featured  by  unseasonably  pool  and 
cloudy  r/oatfcor  during  May.  The  condition  of  crops,  which  was  so  unusually  _  favor¬ 
able  last  fall  for  nearly  all  countries,  has  generally  shown  some  deterioration, 
but  inmost  cases  is  'still'  around  average  or  a  little  above.  Snow  fell  generally 
over  central 'and  northern  Europe  and  oven  in  parts  of  Franco  and- .  England  during  May. 
Freezing  temperatures  at  night  wore  also  fairly  common  in  early  May  end,  although 
there  have  been  some  days  of  warm  temperatures  and  sunshine,  cool,  cloudy  and  rainy 
weather  has  predominated.  Crop  prospects  in  Germany,  Czechoslovakia, : Austria , 

Greece  and  the  Danube  Basin  at  the  end -of  May  wore  quite  favorable  compared  with  las  j 
year.  In  Spain,  Portugal,  southern  Italy  and  most  of  French  North  Africa,,  .espec¬ 
ially  Morocco,  definite  decreases  from  last  year  and  oven  from  average  in  some  cases 
arc  in  prospect.  The  Durum  crop  of  southern  Italy  and  of  Northern  Africa  now  appear- 
likely  to  be  considerably  less  than  last  year  end  one  of  the  smallest  in  recent 
years.  Conditions  in  France,  Poland,- -and --the- ■ -Baltic  States  indicate  crops  less,  than  :

Thu  plan  of  the  spring  wheat  acreage  in  Russia  was  57,354,000  acres 
More  than  throe^fourts  of  this... was  sown  by  the  early  part"  of- May  and  the  plan  was 
exceeded. by  May  20.  Reports  from  most  regions  indicated' quite- satisfactory  crop  con- 
ditions..  Average  and  above  average  conditions  were  reported' in  Ukraine. 

The  second  estimate  of  the  ’ product! on  ill'  India'  is  366,725,000  bush¬ 
els  compared  with  350,261,000  bushels,  the  corresponding  estimate'  of  the'  1934  crop. 

The  Japanese  crop  is  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  last’  year'.' 

Dry  wo: .t-hcr  i-n  both  -Argentina  and  Australia'  ha's'  delayed  seeding  and 
a  decrease  in  .acreage  appears  likely.

REPORT  OF  WEATHER  AND  CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  MONTANA 

Week  Ending  Tuesday,  June  18,  1935. 


Issued  jointly  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Weather  Bureau. 

Offices:  Fourth  Floor,  Federal  Office  Building,  Helena,  Montana. 

The  weather  during  the  week  ending  Tuesday,  June  18th,  was  cool  and  showery  for  most  of 
the  State.  Sunshine  was  moderate  and  ranged  from  48  per  cent  of  the  possible  amount  in  the  north¬ 
west  to  72  per  cent  in  the  southeast.  Heavy  showers  fell  in  some  eastern  and  central  portions,  but 
amounts  were  moderate  to  mostly  light  in  other  portions,  with  a  few  localities  reporting  precipita¬ 
tion  of  no  benefit  whatever.  Hail  accompanied  the  showers  in  a  few  instances  and  damaged  a  small 
amount  of  small  grains,  peas,  and  alfalfa.  A  severe  local  wind  and  hail  storm  caused  some  property 
and  livestock  loss  and  the  injury  of  a  few  persons  in  southeastern  Garfield  County  on  the  14th. 
Spring  wheat,  gardens,  and  alfalfa  were  damaged  by  frosts  in  the  northwest. 

Crops,  ranges,  and  pastures  were  for  the  most  part  favorably  advanced.  Lack  of  sufficient 
moisture  in  soils  west  of  the  Divide  and  in  some  spots  to  the  eastward  adversely  affected  vegetation 
resulting  in  some  firing  and  heading  short  of  winter  grains  and  some  early  seeding  and  drying  of 
range  grasses.  The  week’s  showers  temporarily  relieved  this  situation  by  freshening  vegetation  gen¬ 
erally  and  stopping  local  burning.  Reports  from  many  western  counties  indicate  that  good  rainfall 
must  follow  immediately  if  deterioration  is  not  to  become  more  general  and  marked.  Eastern  coun¬ 
ties  report  sufficient  precipitation  has  fallen  recently  to  keep  vegetation  growing  in  good  shape  for 
some  time. 

General  progress  was  made  with  summer-fallowing;  in  some  districts  further  operations  were 
suspended  awaiting  rain  as  the  ground  is  much  too  dry  to  plow.  Sheep  shearing  was  reported  in  ail 
stages  of  advancement  and  making  satisfactory  progress  despite  cool  and  showery  weather.  Haying 
began  in  the  southeast  although  the  weather  was  not  particularly  favorable.  Much  alfalfa  is  ready 
for  cutting.  Prairie  hay  is  coming  along  fine  in  eastern  sections;  is  short  and  below  normal  stand 
over  much  of  the  extreme  west.  Heavy  irrigation  continued;  the  supply  of  irrigation  water  is  hold¬ 
ing  up  splendidly.  Mountain  snowfall  runoff  continues  slow.  Larger  rivers  continued  high. 

All  crops  are  still  backward  in  their  seasonal  development.  Winter  grains  are  in  the  boot  and 
heading.  Rye  is  in  bloom  Burning  in  the  western  and  northern  sections  has  occurred  mostly  on 
iighter  soils  and  in  stubbled-in  fields.  Irrigated  and  fallowed  winter  grains  are  in  good  condition. 
Spring  grains  are  doing  tine  in  the  better  moisture  areas  and  are  holding  up  well  in  the  dry  western 
areas.  They  are  generally  showing  good  stands,  color,  and  height,  and  recently  have  made  fairly 
rapid  growth.  Good  rains  would  be  of  marked  help  generally.  Beets  are  mostly  good  east  of  the  Di¬ 
vide,  and  fair  to  good  west.  Poor  germination,  cold  weather,  and  lack  of  moisture  have  been  unfa¬ 
vorable  in  western  areas.  Thinning  is  'well  along.  Stands  of  corn,  beans,  and  sorghums  are  good  to 
excellent  in  the  southeast.  Potatoes  are  coming  along  nicely;  likewise  peas,  which  are  in  bloom.  So 
far  reports  indicate  an  excellent  fruit  set  and  good  growing  conditions.  Early  strawberries  are  beginning 
to  ripen  in  the  Bitterroot  Valley.  Cricket  infestations  have  been  put  under  control,  but  grasshopper 
damage  is  increasing.  Web  worms  are  not  hatching  according  to  Missoula  County  reports. 

Ranges  for  the  most  part  continued  to  improve  and  furnish  ample  feed  and  water  for  live¬ 
stock.  Some  northern  and  western  sections  reported  range  conditions  less  favorable  than  last  week 
because  of  continued  drought.  Lower  range  grass  is  still  in  good  palatable  state  but  beginning  to 
seed;  some  is  curing  where  rainfall  has  been  lacking.  Higher  ranges  are  late  in  developing  because 
of  cold  weather  and  the  slow  disappearance  of  the  winter’s  snow  cover  from  northern  slopes.  Heavy 
and  steady  rains  are  needed  to  greatly  benefit  western  ranges  and  pastures. 

Livestock  are  reported  fatter  and  in  better  condition  in  southeastern  parts  than  for  several 
years.  They  are  generally  in  good  to  excellent  condition  elsewhere.  First  shipment  of  fat  lambs  has 
been  made  from  the  Gallatin  Valley.  Wool  clips  are  reported  lighter  and  cleaner.

REPORT  OF  WEATHER  AND  CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  MONTANA 

Week  Ending  Tuesday,  June  25,  1955. 


Issued  jointly  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Weather  Bureau. 

Offices:  Fourth  Floor ,  Federal  Office  Building,  Helena,  Montana. 

Temperatures  for  the  week  averaged  about  normal.  Nights  continued  rather  cool  and  frosts 
nipped  tender  garden  stuff  on  the  morning  of  the  21st  in  a  few  western  localities.  Warm,  sunshiny 
days  resulted  in  increased  temperatures  over  the  preceding  week.  A  one-dav  hot  spell  on  the  22nd 
recorded  the  highest  temperatures  for  the  season  to  date  as  maximum  readings  soared  to  90°  or  above 
at  several  points  east  of  the  Divide.  The  last  of  the  week  was  comparatively  cool  and  marked  by 
strong  moisture-sapping  winds.  Good  showers  on  one  or  two  days  benefited  limited  central  and  east¬ 
ern  areas,  but  the  remainder  of  the  State  went  practically  rainless.  Contrasting  with  last  year  when 
conditions  were  much  the  reverse,  eastern  and  much  of  the  central  portions  of  the  State  have  receiv¬ 
ed  good  and  timely  rainfall,  whereas  western  and  northern  sections  have  been  continually  missed 
during  recent  weeks,  or  have  received  light  and  generally  inadequate  precipitation.  In  many  areas 
there  is  now  little  reserve  moisture  in  the  soil.  Cool  weather  has  helped  conserve  this,  as  well  as 
maintain  favorable  crop  growth,  but  with  the  first  hot  spell  of  several  days  there  will  be  severe  de¬ 
terioration  of  non-irrigated  crops  if  good  rains  do  not  come  first. 

Farm  work  made  good  advancement.  Haying  got  well  underway  in  places,  although  stacking 
was  delayed  somewhat  by  unsettled  weather  in  the  southeast.  Dry  soils  continued  unfavorable  for 
summer-fallowing  in  the  drier  sections.  Weather  conditions  continued  fine  for  shearing,  much  of 
which  is  now  completed.  Wool  clips  have  been  cleaner  this  year  because  cool  weather  reduced  the 
amount  of  grease  in  the  fleeces.  last  growing  crops  required  continuous  heavy  use  of  irriga¬ 
tion  water.  Much  snow  remains  in  some  of  the  higher  mountain  ranges,  with  the  supply  of  irriga¬ 
tion  water  reported  generally  adequate.  Immediate  decreased  use,  however,  is  imminent  in  some 
western  districts  where  drought  conditions  prevail.  Some  of  Montana’s  southern  rivers  are  reported 
the  highest  in  several  years.  Fire  hazards  are  becoming  bad  in  western  forests. 

Grain  crops,  pastures,  and  ranges  responded  vigorously  to  favorable  weather  conditions  where 
soil  moisture  was  adequate  during  the  past  week.  Winter  grains  fired  on  some  dry  land  areas  and 
grass  began  to  turn  color  on  the  lower  and  drier  ranges  of  the  west,  north,  and  locally  in  the  east, 
where  rains  are  now  badly  needed.  Good  rains  would  be  of  general  benefit.  Irrigated  crops  came 
along  in  splendid  shape.  Winter  wheat  and  rye  have  been  heading  for  some  time.  Early  oats  and 
barley  have  just  begun.  Wheat  .on  irrigated  land  is  heading  more  slowly.  The. general  condition  is 
good  except  on  dry  land  areas.  Spring  wheat  and  other  spring  grains  are  reported  to  have  good 
stands,  and  late  planted  is  up  and  in  the  east,  completely  shading  the  ground.  A  little  spring  wheat 
on  both  summer-fallowed  and  spring  cultivated  land  is  suffering  from  drought  in  the  north.  Con¬ 
siderable  weediness  is  reported  in  early  grains  as  well  as  in  eastern  alfalfa  where  there  was  much 
loss  from  drought  and  winter-kill.  Peas  are  in  bloom  and  are  being  irrigated  generally.  Beet  thin¬ 
ning  is  about  finished;  the  condition  of  the  crop  ranges  from  fair  in  the  west  to  excellent  in  the  east. 
Some  mustard  fields  have  been  damaged  by  blowing  in  Pondera  County.  Corn  has  not  been  doing 
very  well  due  to  cool  weather;  wire  and  cut  worms  have  taken  some.  Gardens  continue  doing  fine, 
although  beetles  are  destructive  locally.  Cool  weather  has  not  been, favorable  for  other  insects.  A  few 
reports  indicate  grasshoppers  hatching  in  dangerous  numbers.  Much  poison  has  been  spread  for 
crickets,  grasshoppers,  and  gophers.  Alfalfa  has  bloomed  slowly;  bulk  of  the  first  cutting  will  be 
made  this  week;  normal  yield  is  reported  except  in  the  east  where  light.  Fruits  continue  to  make 
excellent  growth.  Strawberry  harvest  has  begun  in  the  west. 

Livestock  are  reported  in  good  to  very  good  condition.  Additional  shipments  of  lambs  were 
made.  Lack  of  moisture  has  checked  or  slowed  up  the  growth  of  grass  in  the  west  and  north;  else¬ 
where,  ranges  are  continuing  to  improve.  Grass  and  water  are  plentiful  over  most  of  the  State.
